The  new  ichefhe  of  Provlnclil  Oov- 
ernmPht  control  over  hospital  fin^i- 
clng,  announced  by  Health  Minister 
Turnbull,  seems  on  the  whole  a more  satla- 
factoi;y  one  than  that  attempted  when  the 
hospital  Insurance  plan  was  In  Its  Infancy. 
Under  the  old  system  the  de|)artment  exer« 
ciaed  direct  and  sometimes  disllnetly  auto- 
cratic supervision  over  hospital  administra- 
tion. The  object  of  this,  to  encourage  and  If 
necessary  compel  hospitals^  to  cut  down 
costs,  wa.'s  good;  but  the  scheme  meant  the 
employment  by  the  department  of  a corps 
of  inspectors  whose  Job  it  was  to  be  con- 
stantly on  the  necks  of  the  hospitals.  Neces- 
sary  as  It  may  have  been  in  some  Instances, 
that  sort  of  snooping  was  hardly  conducive 
to  the  CO  operation  demanded  of  the  hos- 
pitals by  the  Government 

AH  that  Is  now  to  be  rlianged.  Instead 
of  the  department  virtually  running  the 
hoepltals  through  its  Inspectors,  the  hospi- 


tals will  be  required  to  operate  on  fixed 
budgets,  working  out  their  financial  re- 
quirbinenU  a year  ahead.  On  the  basis  of 
the  budget  of  each  hospital  the  service  will 
set  E per  diem  rate  of  payment  from  the  in- 
surance fund,  which  rate  will  remain  fixed 
for  one  year. 

This  appears  to  be  a much  better  ar- 
rangement. It  retains  the  essential  feature 
of  central  control  over  hospital  expendi- 
tures to  prevent  extravagance  with  public 
money,  while  at  the  same  time  restoring  to 
the  hospitals  the  autonomy  lost  under  the 
former  system  of  direct  supervision.  With 
peculiar  contingencies  such  as  epidemics  to 
take  into  account,  budgeting  for  a hospital 
may  present  certain  Initial  difficulties,  but 
once  the  in.stitutions  Iiave  adapted  them- 
selves to  the  new  system  it  seems  likely  that 
they  will  find  U preferable  to  one  which 
has  subjected  iften)  Jo  perpetual  inter- 
ference;

IN  considering  plans  for  the  promised 
new  bridge  at  Point  Ellice  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  cRy  authorities  are  look- 
ing far  enough  ahead  and  not  thinking'^ 
merely  of  current  traffic  needs. 

Incredible  as  it  may  seem,  there  has  been 
talk  already  of  a three-lane  or  even  a two 
lane  structure,  which  It  Is  safe  to  assume 
mould  very  quickly  become  as  serious  a 
bottleneck  as  the  present  Johnson  Street 
bridge.  The  council  shouldn't  waste  a 
thought  on  anything  under  four-lane  width, 
even  though  It  may  add  a little  to  early 
estimates  of  cost.  It  is  encouraging  to  riote 
that  the  chairman  of  the  public  works  com- 
mittee. at  least.  Is  In  favor  of  quadruple 
traffic  lanes.

have  to  use  decades  hence.  AH  over  this 
continent  highway  authorities  are  finding 
that  bridges  (some  of  recent  construction) 
which  were  thought  to  be  wide  enough  for 
all  future  needs  are  already  strangling  the 
flow  of  traffic.  Even  the  huge  Bay  Bridge 
leading  Into  San  Francisco,  with  Its  double 
decks  and  multiplicity  of  lanes,  is  now 
unable  to  cope  with  the  normal  traffic  of- 
fering; yet  only  a few  years  ago  It  was  re- 
garded as  far  bigger  than  could  ever  be  jus- 
tified. 

Most  of  Victoria's  traffic  problems  are  di- 
rectly traceable  to  lack  of  vision  and  plan- 
ning in  the  past.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  not  be  added  to  In  future  years  by 
poor  judgment  and  foresight  in  the  Point 
Ellice  Bridge  construction  by-law  soon  to 
be  presented  to  the  ratepayers.  Skimping 
on  width  could  very  well  turn  out  to  be 
costly  economy 


IT  Is  evident  from  the  latest  volume  of 
the  Churchill  memoirs  that  Russian  sur- 
liness is  no  new  development.  Wartime 
relations  with  the  Soviet  Union  were  replete 
m ith  examples  of  Russian  petulance  and 
ingratitude.  They  expected  much  and 
gave  little  in  return. 

The  “second  front’’  campaign  they  waged 
mas  an  example,  even  though  there  were 
no  moral  grounds  for  the  demand.  Russia 
had  not  opened  a second  front  to  relieve  a 
Britain  fighting  for  her  very  life  all  through 
IMO.  yet  Immediately  she  was  attacked  by 
Hitler  she  complained  because  large  Al- 
lied forces  were  not  launched  almost  forth- 
with on  Nazi-held  Europe.  No  promise  was 
made,  a fact  which  Churchill  documents, 
nor  was  such  an  attack  physically  possible 
then,  but  Moscow  continued  to  berate  and 
Impugn  the  motives  of  the  AHle.s. 

An  Illuminating  Instance  concerns  con- 


voys on  the  perilous  Murmansk  route.  Brit- 
ain and  America  voluirtarlly  offered  vast 
quantities  of  war  materials  to  aid  Russia, 
and  by  agreement  Soviet  ships  were  to 
tran.sport-thesupplles.  In  actual  fact  three- 
quarters  of  the  cargoes  were  carried  in 
Allied  vessels.  When  after  23  out  of  34 
cargo  ships  ip  a single  convoy  were  sunk 
a temporary  arrangement  was  made  for 
sending  other  convoys  via  the  longer  but 
safer  Persian  Gulf  route.  Stalin  bitterly 
assailed  Churchill  and  accused  Britain  of 
lack  of  good  faith,  falsely  citing  a contract 
which  did  not  exist.  Not  a single  word  of 
sympathy  was  expressed  for  thousands  of 
merchant  seamen  lost  In  the  effort  to  carry 
succor  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

When  In  the  midst  of  a struggle  against 
a common  enemy  the  Russians  could  not 
find  It  In  their  hearts  to  be  friendly  and 
fair,  perhaps  nothing  that  happens  at 
Lake  Success  need  surprise  us.

Potlach  Days  Will  Cripps  Make  Comeback? 


By  FR.\NK  KELLEV 

They  are  gone,  those  colorful  days 
of  ancient  Indian  customs;  but 
1 couldn't  help  wondering  recently 
what  difference  if  any  there  was  be- 
tween he  long-time  custom  of  our 
Coast  natives,  the  potlach,  and  the 
current  procedure  so  popular  with  the 
natives  of  America,  the  “give-away" 
radio  program.  Both  are  kin  to 
free  enterprlae  Interpretations  and 
while  one  practice  Is  now  banned,  it 
was  accompanied  during  its  life  with 
much  of  the  same  kind  of  haranguing 
and  hullabaloo  as  now  makes  the 
show  with  the  $30,000  prize  in  cash 
and  kind  so  attractive  to  the  many 
looking  for  something  for  nothing. 

Some  stray  thoughts  concerning 
Indian  putlachs  and  American  radio 
“give  - away"  programs  were  run- 
ning through  my  head  as  I listened 
to  a program,  the  lucky  winner  of 
which  got  the  house  on  Ba.sy  Street, 
that  recalled  other  days  hereabouts. 
Old-timers  who  elected  to  remain  In 
Victoria  after  the  Cariboo  gold  rush 
fever  wore  off  used  to  tell  me  60 
years  ago  that  the  Indian  village, 
where  the  Bonghees  w’cre  in  residence 
when  they  first  knew  it.  had  changed 
little  In  appearance  since  they  had 
first  seen  It  from  the  town  side 
« w « 

I wouldn't  know  ihuch  about  that.  I 
can  remember  the  picture  from  Wharf 
Street  In  the  early  90s.  On  the  pohil 
was  the  old  marine  hospital  and  a 
string  of  weathered  shacks  from  there 
to  the  old  wooden  swing-bridge  of 
the  E.  Sc  N.;  w’hUe  across  the  railway 
track  were  more  shacks  on  ground 
where  the  Federal  Oovemment  how 
centres  Its  llghthou.se  service  for  the 
British  Columbia  Coa.sl. 

Among  the  Indian  houses,  on  nearer 
approach  one  found  that  some  were 
single-family  dwellings,  some  mul- 
tiple-family affairs;  and  one  much 
larger  than  all  the  rest  was  the  centre 
of  most  village  acllvlUes  the  coun- 
cil house,  where  momentous  matters 
were  debated  and  settled,  and  where, 
at  every  opportunicy.  ancient  native 
pantomimes  and  colorful  dances 
would  be  enacted. 

Like  most  young  fellows  with  a 
yen  for  exploring  things  fringing  on 
the  spectacular,  the  pounding  of 
drums  denoting  s show  of  sorts  wss 
being  staged  by  the  Bonghees  across 
Die  harbor  generally  found  me.  with 
others,  following  the  drum-beats  to 
the  scene.  Bometlmes  we'd  get  a peep 
and  occasionally  would  “seep"  In 
when  a ntuve  would  be  m a friendly 
mood.  Borne  of  the  shows  were  color- 
ful. but  never  as  dramatic  as  a dance 
I happened  to  tee  later  at  Dodgers 
Cove  or  a spectacle  presented  by 
Koskeemo  Indians  at  th6ir  village  on 
Hecate  Cove.  Quatsino  Bound 
F a ♦ 

Most  thrilling  In  the  way  of  native 
entertainment  on  the  Bonghee  Re- 
serve would  be  when  a gathering  was 
associated  with  a potlach.  On  Uiose 
special  occasions  there  would  be  UDl- 
cums  from  far  and  near  re.serves  pres- 
ent. their  canoes  hauled  up  on  the 
8helrlng.y  beach  ^low  the  railway 
right-of-way.  Those  poUachs  were 
wonderful  affairs,  trtnuned  with  all 
manner  of  excitements.  The  railway 
track  was  a good  vantage  point,  for 
below  It.  about  100  fret  distant,  was 
an  ancient  house  with  a veranda 
extending  from  Its  eaves  from  which 
blankets  were  unctuously  or  disdain- 
fully tossed,  according  to  the  mood  of 
the  toeser.  From  that  same  platform 
I once  saw  an  old  copper  torn  up  as 
a gesture  of  disdain  by  Its  owner. 

The  potlach  practices  were  old  ones 
jintll  the  Federal  Oovemment  stopped 
'them.  Tbey-frew  out  Of  the  qatlve'a 
desire  for  political  and  social  poaitlon. 
Anyone  could  set  himself  up  as  a 
donor  of  gifts,  the  recipient  being  ob- 
ligated to  return  the  gift  with  an 
additional  one  of  tike  value.  Great 
•tore  was  put  on  the  coppers,  in  some 
Instances  worth  thousands  of  blan- 
kets. Old-Umeri  used  to  tell  me.  too. 
there  were  bad  debts  In  the  Indtao 
system.  Of  such  anyway  was  the  old- 
established  procedure  of  the  Indians 
alone  this  Coast.  It  gave  the  natives 
a custocn  which  became  a part  of 
their  tradlUons  and  Its  baraung 
caused  a loi  of  indignation,  partlea- 
larly  ar^g  the  older  men  and 
women,  ft  was  not  stopped  ovemlEbt. 
either.

London.— Tlw  not-unexpected  res- 
ignation of  Blr  Stafford  Cripps 
as  British  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer has  produced  6ne  Surprise.  II 
wras  not  generally  thought  that  he 
would  resign  from  the  House  of  Com- 
mons as  well. 

Cripps  Is  undoubtedly  a sick  man; 
but  it  would  be  a great  mlsLake<  to 
assume  thst  he  is  out  of  public  life 
for  goodt.  Be  has  a way  of  seeming 
to  ^ down  and  out  and  then  df 
bobbing  up  again.  Many  years  ago 
he  collapsed  from  overwork  and  the 
doctors  gave  him,  up  and  thought  he 
was  as  good  as  dead.  A couple  of  years 
later  he  was  well  again  and  was  mak- 
ing a fortune  at  the  bar  and  a repu- 
tation as  a left-wing  politician. 

Indeed  Cripps  went  too  far  to  the 
left,  and  In  the  late  'thirties  he  was 
expelled  from  U)t  Socialist  Party  for 
crusading  In  favor  of  a “popular 
front"  of  Socialists.  Independent  Lab- 
orltes  and  Communists.  People  thought 
then  that  he  had  completely  wrecked 
his  political  career.  Two  years  later 
he  was  British  Amba.ssador  In  Moscow 
and  thereafter  has  remained  In  the 
public  eye  as  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, holder  of  what  Is  often 
looked  upon  as  the  second  office 
under  the  Crown.  It  woyiri  j>e  surpris- 
ing If  Blr  Stafford  Cripps  were  to  drop 
entirely  out  of  British  public  life  at 
the  age  of  61 

* * * 

The  choice  of  Hugh  Oailskell  as  the 
new  Chancellor,  while  unexpected  — 
since  It  was  said  that  Herbert  Mor- 
rison had  his  eye  on  the  post— Is  a 
reasonable  and  natural  one.  Oailskell 
has  been  Cripps'  deputy  at  the  Treas- 
ury for  some  time,  and  It  Is  not  ex- 
pected that  he  wUl  do  anything  but 
follow  the  policy  of  his  late  chief. 

Oaltskell  is  one  of  those  paradox- 
ical figures  so  often  found  In  English 


public  life  In  the  last  two  Renera- 
tlons.  He  U a rich  man's  ton,  brought 
up  in  the  usual  way  fur  rich  men's 
sons  In  this  oountry;  He  went  to  Win- 
chester and  thence  to  New  College, 
Oxford,  where  he  developed  an  early 
taste  for  lefl-wing  polities. 

Oaltskell  took  a brllUanC  degree  at 
Oxford.  He  lectured  on  economics  for 
a number  of  years  and  was  head  of 
the  Elepartment  of  Political  Economy 
at  London  University  until  the  out- 
break of  Uie  late  war,  during  which 
he  was  employed  in  the  Ministry  of 
Economic  Warfare  and  in,  the  Board 
of  Trade,* 

In  1945  Oailskell  entered  Parliament 
and  very  quickly  came  to  the  front, 
becoming  Minister  of  Fuel  and  Power 
' two  years  later.  It  was  then  that  he 
made  the  remark— which  has  stuck 
to  him  ever  since— that  people  look 
far  too  many  baths  and  that  much 
fuel  could  be  saved  If  the  public  were 
to  follow  his  own  example  of  oburv- 
ing  great  moderation  Id  washing. 

*■  * * 

It  Is  not  U)ought  that  Oaltskell  will 
go  In  for  a “soak-the-rlcli"  pro- 
gram at  the  Trea.sury.  'There  are 
practically  no  rich  people  left  In  Brit- 
ain and  It  Is  remembered  that  sliort 
while  ago  Oaltskell.  In  a speech  urg- 
ing an  Increase  In  production,  re- 
marked that  the  plain  fact  must  be 
faced  by  all  with  a sense  of  reality 
that  tliere  was  not  enough  money  to 
take  away  from  the  rich  to  raise  the 
standard  of  living  any  further. 

Oaltskell  will  not  benefit  finan- 
cially In  hts  new  appointment.  He 
drew  a salary  of  £5.000  t$t4.400)  a 
year  as  Minister  of  Stale  for  Economic 
Affairs,  and  he  will  draw  the  same 
amount  as  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. The  only  difference  will  be 
that  in  his  new  position  he  will  have 
a seat  In  the  Cabinet,  whereas  pre- 
viously he  was  a minister  without 
Cabinet  rank.

The  poor  are  looked  after  by  (he 
state;  the  rich  look  after  them- 
selves. Nobody  cares  about  the  middle 
class.  The  New  York  Times  reports 
that,  under  present  conditions,  only 
two  classes  of  people  can  afford  to 
live  In  Manhattan;  the  w*ell-to-do, 
who  can  afford  to  pay  high  rentals  for 
uneontroned-preinlses,  and  the  poor, 
who  can  qualify  for  low-rental  sub- 
sidized housing. 

Middle  class  families  are  fleeing 
Manhattan  for  other  boroughs  of  New 
York,  or  for  the  outlying  suburbs, 
where  they  can  find  housing  within 
their  means.  Poor  famlltes  are  slay- 
ing; they  can  gel  good  public  housing 
paid  for  with  taxes  levied  on  the  same 
middle  class. 

Real  estate  experts  fear  the  social 
and  political  effect  If  Manhattan 
eventually  Is  occupied  only  by  two 
classes,  the  hlgb-rent  and  low-rent, 


tlie  rich  and  the  poor.  They  predict 
unhealthy  political  tensions  and  class 
war.  They  also  foresee  heavy  lax  bur- 
dens on  the  remaining  resldenu.  and 
reduced  vitality  In  Manhattan's  clvio 
and  cultural  life  If  middle  class  people 
continue  to  stream  out. 

The  chief  trouble  lies  with  rent 
conlro},  which  in  American  as  in 
Canadian  cities  has  created  two  great 
privileged  classes:  People  who  live  in 
controlled  accommodation,  generally 
priced  well  below  their  ablilly  to  pay: 
and  people  who  qualify,  because  of 
low  Income,  for  subsidized  public 
housing.  'The  restoration  of  a free 
market  In  rents  would  solve  the  hous- 
ing problem  of  most  big  clUes  in  short 
order,  and  show  that  there  Is  little 
or  no  need  for  subsidized  housing,  but 
big  city  politicians  prefer  to  pander 
to  the  tenants'  vote  by  insisting  on 
“protection"  of  rent  controls.

IN  villages  and  sniall  towns.  It  is  no| 
altogether  a pity  that  most  of  the 
young  people  have  left  for  the  cities 
and  big  towns.  For  that  leaves  plenty 
of  work  for  the  older  people. 

In  villages,  the  store  keepers  are 
mostly  oiqiah.  The  man  who  delivers 
the  groceries  la  in  his  stxlles.  Tlie 
fellow  who  looks  after  the  rural  tele- 
phone repairs  might  be  close  to  sev- 
enty. In  tile  service  station  there 
may  be  a young  man  In  his  thirties, 
but  his  a.sslstanl— probably  his  father 
or  his  uncle  -Is  away  up  In  years  and 
wear.*!  his  official  servire  station  cap 
very  jauntily  on  a bald  head  above 
a wrinkled  rooslery  neck; 

To  be  sure,  you  see  a few  elderly 
men  loafing  around  the  village;  but 
they  are  the  retired  farmers,  * and 
there  Is  no  telling  wha.t  Ihey  may  be 
up  to  in  the  way  of  private  enterprise, 
such  as  raising  mink  or  tjecs  In  the 
back  yards  of  llfclr  plea.vant  frame 
cottages  back  up  Ihe  street. 

Villages  are  a better  place  to  be 
elderly  In  than  cities  and  large  towns. 
As  the  years  mount  up  on  a city  man, 
he  grows  anxious  Into  ctttei  Is  al- 
ways flowing,  with  a pressure  as  cold 
and  relentless  as  a glacier,  an  end- 
less weight  of  youth  fronrthe  vlllagee 
and  towns.  And  this  weight  pushes 
and  shoves  against  the  city  folk  who 
grow  old. 

You  cannot  get  a Job  when  you  are 
sixty.  In  a city  groceteria.  They  are 
all  kids  there.  Telephone  repairs  are 
net  as  frequent  tn  cities  as  they 
are  along  the  rural  rquies;  and  they 
are  too  complicated,  too  high  In  the 
air.  too  deep  In  the  ground,  In  cities, 
for  old  men  to  handle 
You  can’t  keep  bees  or  mink  In  a 
city  back  yard.  Nor  can  you  keep  a 
hound,  or,  say.  a lady  hound  with  five 
likely  pupa.  In  fact,  what  can  you 
keep  In  a oUy  that  would  be  of  In- 
terest lo  a gentleman  who  was  get- 
ting along  to  what  you  might  call 
the  years  of  discretion?
